Wheeling, W. Va., Sept. 4.—Edwarc 
Geers, 73, veteran harness race driver 
of the Grand Circuit, was injured fa 
tally when his horse stumbled and 
he fell from his sulky in the second 
heat of the second race on the state 
fair program. 
He was unconscious 
when picked up on the track and was 
taken immediately 
to 
Ohio 
Valley 
general hospital, whore he died with 
out regaining consciousness. 
It was Geers’ first accident of any 
consequence in his long and spectacu­ 
lar history as a driver of thorough­ 
breds. 
Geers was thrown more than 15 
feet ahead of the horse and suffered 
Injuries which caused his death three 
hours later. 
Death was attributed to 
ahock and internal injuries. 
The day had 
bbon set aside as 
“Geers day” at the state fair, and a 
great crowd had turned out to honor 
the premier reinsman 
who for 50 
years had been making history on the 
American trotting turf. Tho first heat 
of the 2:14 trot ended by Geers tak­ 
ing third place. 
Iii the next heat, 
while he was attempting to pass San­ 
ta tho Great, which was leading tho 
field, Miladi Guy was seen to stumble 
arid fall. 
Other horses in the race 
were swung wide of the fallen horse 
and driver by inches as they thun­ 
dered past. 
Geers was rendered un­ 
conscious by the fall and was placed 
upon a stretcher and rushed to the 
hospital. 
When Miladl Guy stumbled 
her head went through her forelegs, 
the mare almost tumbling a somer­ 
sault a* she fell. 
The sulky, lifted 
high as the harp >ss held, was twisted 
sideways before it crashed 
to 
the 
traek. 
Goers was thrown through the 
air to fall with terrific force 15 feet 
ahead of the horse, and lay motion­ 
less as the other horses Hashed by. 
Geers wae a 
skillful 
driver and 
noted for his success in developing 
champions 
Not only did he take 
Several world’s single 
harness 
rec 
ords, both trotting and pacing, but he 
also took the team records in both 
classes and held the world’s triplicate 
team record, won in one of the most 
spectacular events ever seen on a 
race track. 
This latter achievement 
was made in 1893, when he drove 
Belle 
Hamlin, 
J usttna 
and 
Globe, 
hitched three abreast, a mile in 2:14, 
to 
a 
high 
four-wheeled 
skeleton 
wagon.

“I tell you John Smith killed Ches­ 
ter,’’ she cried. 
“We were parked 
near his garage and Chester got out 
and went over there. 
Smith met him 
with a 
sawed-off 
shotgun. 
Chester 
called to him not to shoot, but he did, 
and Chester fell in the street.” 
Dave Sisk, an employ© of the gar­ 
age, testified that Sheriff Galiigan and 
his deputy fired the shots that killed 
Chester Reid, who has been generally 
described as a bystander. 
Sisk also testified 
that 
he 
saw 
Thomas holding Green Dunning, one 
of the three klansmen slain, and that 
this was just a moment before Dun­ 
ning 
dropped 
from 
several 
bullet 
wounds. 
He added, however, that he 
did not see the shooting of Dunning, 
and that he could not say who fired 
the fatal shot at him. 
It was the decree of Captain Harold 
Bigelow, in command of the 18 mili­ 
tiamen who have been kept here to 
prevent a probable renewal of civil 
'warfare, that prevented the local klan 
from appearing in public in the klan 
regalia at the funeral of one of the 
victims of Saturday’s clash between 
klansmen and Sheriff Galiigan and 
his force, and again it was Captain 
Bigelow’s order that disuaded 
the 
sheriff from eoming over from Marion 
to get the automobile he had intend­ 
ed to seize Saturday when the clash 
esulted.

(Prepared by tho U nited States D epartm ent 
of Agriculture.) 
The feeding of hog3 so as to pre­ 
vent the development of soft charac­ 
teristics, once thought to he a prob­ 
lem only in those regions where pea­ 
nuts are fed, Is no longer a sectional 
difficulty, says the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture in calling at­ 
tention to the results which have been 
obtained during five years of investi­ 
gation. 
It Is how almost a nation­ 
wide problem among hog raisers be­ 
cause of the increasing use of soy 
beuns which also produced carcasses 
lacking in firmness. 
There are now 
three feeds recognized as producers 
of soft pork, peanuts, soy beans, and 
rice polish. 
Result of Experiments. 
At the recent annual meeting at 
Knoxville, Tenn., representatives of 
the state experiment stations taking 
part in these investigations, and rep­ 
resentatives of the United States De­ 
partment 
of 
Agriculture, 
discussed 
the results obtained in this long se­ 
ries of experiments. 
This is the first 
year It has been possible to make def­ 
inite statements on the Influence of 
soy beans on firmness of hogs. 
Sum­ 
maries of the experimental results ob­ 
tained by the Alabama, Georgia, Indi­ 
ana. 
Kentucky, 
Mississippi, 
North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Texas agri­ 
cultural experiment stations in co-op- 
orution with the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture during five 
years’ investigation of the soft-pork 
problem have shown th a t:

The utility takes its 


commodity to where you want to use it 


and keeps it there continually ready 


for your use, hut when the merchant 


delivers his goods to you or he does not, 


you pay the cost of delivery just the 


In the conduct of a public utility all 


of its patrons receive like service, and 


the investment in behalf* of each is 


practically the same, but when we look 


into the income from each by which 


the investment is sustained w e find that 


there is an unfairness even more pro­ 


nounced than a charge for merchan­ 


dise delivery not made. 
W e find by an 


analysis of accounts that fully seventy 


per cent of the users of natural gas 


really do not pay sufficient to sustain 


the investment within their own prop­ 


erty, their proportion of producing and 


transporting 
expenses,

I he other thirty percent 


not only must pay for their own, hut 


make up the deficit incurred.in taking 


care of the seventy per cent of unprofit­ 
able customers.
